Rosenberg Story 
Of Treason Ends 
In Electric Chair 


Associated Press Writer 
Tells How A-Spies Died ' 
For Crime Against U. S. 


Relman Morin of The Associated Press, the writer of tho 


following story, was an official witness at the executions of 
Julius and Ethel Rosenberg. 


By RELMAN MORIX 


SING SING PRISON, Ossining, N. Y. 
-Julius Rosen- 
berg and his wife, Ethel, walked quietly to the electric chair 
Friday night and were executed for the crime of delivering to 
Soviet Russia the secrets of the atomic bomb. 


Neither of the condemned spies talked, nor attempted to 


talk, as the last moments came. 


Both entered the death chamber 


in Sing Sing Prison—only a few 
moments apart—with a firm step 
and a stony face. They were exe- 
cuted'shortly before sunset so that 
the grim task would be finished 
before the beginning of the Jewish 
Sabbath. 


It was the day after their 14th 


wedding anniversary. 


First In History 


They were the first non-military 


convicts in the history of the 
United States to be executed for 
espionage. 


At the hour of retribution, crowds 


gathered, demonstrating, in New 
York, London and Paris. Hysteri- 
cal sympathizers, screaming and 
crying, milled around a speaker's 
stand in New York's Union Square. 
"Street fights broke out in Paris, 
and several policemen were re- 
ported wounded. In London, thou- 
sands roved the streets, waving 
copies of the Communist newspap- 
er, Daily Worker, which carried a 
single word in giant type—"Mur- 
der." 


In Dublin, two bottles of kero- 


sene were thro%vn through the win- 
dow of the U. S. information office. 
They did not explode. 


Quiet At Prison 


But in Ossining, where the pris- 


on is located, the night was quiet. 
Heavy details of police and state 
troopers, guarding temporary bar- 
ricades, met no demonstrators.

They 
were separated by a wire screen. 


The party of official witnesses 


entered the death chamber a few 
moments before 7 p. m. (EST). 
It is a square room. Behind the 
electric chair was a white, wheeled 
table. In front were four rows 
of benches, like pews in a church. 


The room was heavy with si- 


lence. From overhead, the lights 
beamed on the electric chair. 


Rabbi Leads 


A moment later, a voice was 


heard in the corridor leading in 
from the death chamber. It was 
low but distinct. 


Then Rabbi Irving Koslowe en- 


tered. He wore black robes with a 
white praying shawl around his 
shoulders and the rabbinical hat. 
As he came in, he was intoning the 
words of the 23rd psalm. . . "The

He said by the time he reached 
the site where Mastroianni had 
disappeared he was unable to find

Red Chinese Probe 
Lines; 19 Planes 
Shot Down by Reds 


SEOUL (#>)—The Reds to- 


day massed some 16,000 fresh 
troops along the East Central 
front—scene the past week of 
the greatest Communist of- 
fensive in two years. 


The U. S. Eighth Army reported 


the Red buildup as the Air Force 
announced Allied air power suf- 
fered its heaviest losses of the war 
the past week, helping to stall the 
great Communist drive. 


Two new Red divisions were re- 


ported moving into the Pukhan 
River lines, the sector where per- 
haps 40,000 Communists pushed 
South Korean troops back as much 
as two miles Sunday and Monday. 


Fighting was light, however. 


UN" Loses 1» 


Nineteen planes—including Sabre 


jets—went down behind Communist 
lines, the Air Force anounced. 
Fourteen were lost to anti-aircraft 
guns and 
five 
to 
unexplained 


causes. 


None was lost in dogfights, in 


which Sabre jets shot down 19 Red 
MIG jets. 


Day and night, U. N. warplanes 


in record waves dumped bombs 
and jellied gasoline on Communist 
troops to play a major roll in 
stemming: the greatest Red drive 
since 1951—a drive which dented 
South Korean lines up to two miles. 


The worst previous Allied plane 


loss was 16 in the week of 
Feb. 


5-11. 1952. 


Nine Sabre jets were shot down 


by Red guns, and three more of 
the swept-wing jets failed to return 
from 
enemy territory for unex- 


plained causes, probably engine 
failure.

if the U. N. wants a truce, it 
must control South Korea's 
rebellious government arid re- 
capture 26,000 anti-Red war 
prisoners freed by President 
Syngman Rhee. 


Although the Communists pro- 


tested violently at Rhee's arbitrary 
action, they did not rule out an 
armistice. 


But their terms appeared near 


impossible—the Korean prisoners 
have melted into the countryside 
with Rhee's blessing and the split 
between (South Korea and the U. N. 
Command apparently was growing 
deeper. 


Reveal Letter 


South Korea's acting prime min- 


ister, Y. T. Pyun, made public a 
letter to Gen. Mark Clark, U. N. 
commander, demanding freedom 
for 9,000 anti-Reds left in Allied 
stockades because "we must free 
them all." It was written Thurs- 
day, a few hours after the first 
big break. . 


Pyun said Rhee does not regard 


recent prisoner-exchange t e r m s 
"equally 
binding on us" 
and 


warned Clark bluntly against "say- 
ing or doing anything that might 
likely provoke 'passions of the Ko- 
rean masses, which once let loose 
may easily go out of control." ' 


At almost the same time, Clark 


made public a. letter written th« 
same day blistering Rhee, and ac- 
cusing him of breaking recent »•• 
surancea that South Korea would 
make no arbitrary moves without 
consulting Clark. 


Unity Cracked 


Rhee's action has cracked the 


unity of the Allies and the Red* 
made the .most of it. 


The Communists listed their de- 


mands in a letter handed to tht 
Allied truce delegation in a 25-min- 
'ute meeting at Panmunjom. Ad- 
dressed directly to Clark, it end- 
ed: "We are awaiting the reply of 
your side." 


The Allied delegates made no an- 


swer and the meeting recessed in- 
definitely at Communist request, 
subject to call by either side. 


In their letter, the Reds warned 


ominously, "Your side must bear 
the serious responsibility for this 
incident," and asked a series of 
blunt questions: 


"Is the United Nations Command 


able to control the South Korean 
government and army?. '

"Jf not, does the armistice in 


Korea include the Syngman Rhee 
clique? 


"Jf it is not included, what as- 


surance is there for the implemen- 
tation of the armistice agreement 
on the part of South Korea? 


"Must Be Responsible" 


"If it is included, then your side 


must be responsible for recover- 
ing immediately all the 25,952 
prisoners of war who are at lib- 
erty . . . and your side must give 
assurance that similar incidents 
will not recur in the future." 


Clark's letter to Rhee was short 


but direct. He wrote that he could 
"not at this time estimate the ul- 
timate consequences" 
of Rhe*'» 


"precipitous and shocking" act. 


Clark said Rhee had personally 


assured both him and the U. S. 
ambassador 
to Korea. Ellis O. 


Briggs, that he would not take any 
»uch action until "full and frank 
discussion, with me" but "your 
actions today (Thursday* 
have 


clearly abrogated 
these assur- 


ances."

Rhee Must Bear Chief Blame If 


Korean War Is Prolonged 


America and its UN allies in Korea apparently are pay- 


ing the price of not having taken President Syngman Rhee 
seriously enough in his frequent public protests during the 
past two years over a "divided-Korea" truce. 


The record indicates he made many statements indicat- 


ing that any agreement would be unacceptable which left 
the nation cut in two and left North Korea under control of 
Communist armies. 


Not until the controversial prisoner-exchange issue was 


settled, however, did Rhee translate his objections into offi- 
cial protests to the United States government. Having got 
little satisfaction for that effort, he now has gone a long step 
farther and forced American and UN hands by releasing all 
anti-Red prisoners held in Allied stockades south of the 38th 
parallel. 
This is a bold effort to block a truce and compel UN 


forces to continue the war until it can be terminated on 
Rhee's terms—complete ouster of the Reds clear to the Yalu 
river border. 
• 
* • 


No one can gauge so soon what the final result will be 


of his disruptive move, but neither Washington nor Allied 
capitals abroad are optimistic over truce prospects. The re- 
lease of the prisoners'makes it impossible—unless all 25,000 
should be recaptured—for the UN to deliver on the prisoners 
agreement it made with the Communists. 


Those who see a distinction between Rhee's frequent 


public declarations against major truce terms and his long- 
delayed formal protest to official governments regard the 
Korean behavior as a mystery. 


It could be. however, that he imagined no truce ever 


would be concluded, and felt therefore that he could avoid 
a formal rift by not carrying his objections to the very last 
stage. If that were so. the real imminence of a truce would 
be sufficient to account for his last-minute official outburst.

Some observers feel. too. that he coldly planned from 


the start to use his objections—fortified by public demon- 
strations—to force the U. S. into a commitment to protect 
South Korea, before any truce was signed. 


If this were part of his aim, Rhee misjudged the Ameri- 


can realities. There is no intent in this country to give him 
a defense pact so speedily. Many men feel it should and will 
come only after long debate, including consultation with our 
Western allies. 


Perhaps his realization of this drove Rhee to turn loose 


Red prisoners and thus jeopardize the truce. If he now suc- 
ceeds in doing that, he must bear the principal blame for 
having prolonged a stalemated war that can only reach real 
decision by becoming far bloodier and costlier, and more dan- 
gerous for the whole free world.

Sec Problems Objectively 
Thev Solve Themselves

Ann Arbor, home of the University of Michigan, at 


present has a population of -18.000 and an additional vary- 
ing number of students from 15.000 to 20.000. 
The city 


has an aiea of appio.ximately seven square miles. 


Ann Arbor's traffic problems are no different from 


those of any other city. 
With more than 25,000 regis- 


tered cars and about 3.500 additional cars owned by stu- 
dents, all operating in only seven square miles of area, 
a terrific traffic problem exists in our city, as well as an 
almost insurmountable problem as far as parking is con- 
cerned. 


In 1945. as mayor, I proposed that parking meters 


be installed and a parking authority created, and that all 
revenue from parking meters and from lots or structures 
that we might build be used to secure revenue bonds is- 
sued. In that way we could borrow money and have ol'f- 
sli-pet parking facilities immediately rather than use the 
income gradually. 
The resulting ordinance, unanimously, 


passed on August 18, 1917, combined all parking facilities 
into the Ann Arbor Automobile Parking System. 


The writer owned a profitable parking lot, but 1 fell 


that could not furnish the parking service that the public 
was entitled to at a price that would be any help in solv- 
ing the parking problem. Therefore, I knew that when 
our facilities were completed, other plans for the use of 
my lot would have to be made. 


I have always believed that no city or no branch of 


government should go Into business in any form unless 
private enterprise fails to, and cannot, furnish a service 
that the public needs and must have. It has been proved 
in Ann Arbor that private enterprise couldn't satisfac- 
torily furnish water service, sewer service and parking 
service. 
After two years of clearing away Ihe legal ob- 


stacles and setting up a practical financing plan, the Ann 
Arbor Automobile Parking System was created by city 
ordinance. 


Administering Ihe Parking Program 


In administering its parking plan, the city has fol- 


lowed a three-point program: (1) it pledged the parking 
meter funds for the purchase of off-street parking lots; 
(2) it has provided for the consolidation of all city-owned 
parking facilities into a single automobile parking sys- 
tem, and < 3 ) it has purchased and will purchase parking 
lots and erect parking structures, and will pay off the 
cost with future revenues derived from the operation of 
tho lots and other revenue-producing 
parking facilities, 


including parking -meters. 
The debt will not be retired 


from general city funds, and the parking revenues will 
not be used for anything other than maintaining the Ann 
Arbor Public System. This program was made possible, 
of course, by the 1947 ordinance permitting the issuance 
of revenue bonds. 


The city council has purchased about 870 meters 


which are now in operation and earning about $87,000 a 
year. 
The parking meter fees are one cent for twelve 


minutes and five cents for one. hour. 


Details of the first bond issue were worked out with 


municipal attorneys of Detroit. Sold to Ann Arbor banks 
and a Detroit company, the bonds are in two series: 
(19-17) 2!i per cent bonds to the amount of $330.000 and 
(1948) 3 per cenl to the amount of $300.000. to be paid 
off finally in(l963. Expansion of the Ann Arbor Automo- 
bile Parking System will increase the revenue bond issue 
to a total of more than $1,000.000. 


There are. of course, several different ways n sys- 


tem can be financed-: with revenue bonds, by special as- 
sessment, by general taxation, 'or by a combination of all 
of them. 
It is my opinion thai financing by revenue 


bonds is the betler way because people are reluctant to

After the parking meters were installed four lots were 


acquired at costs of $24.533, $92,189. $63,245 and $61,039. 
Since that time three additional lots have been acquired 


deck caifwrt are operated on the customer-parking prin- 
ciple. All lots and the carport are arranged so that each 
car can get in and out of each parking space without 
moving another car. 


The proposed $400,000 three-deck structure is planned 


for the largest lot in the campus area, increasing its ca- 
pacity from 132 car spaces to 375. 
This will bring the 


total capacity of the system to more than 1,200 car spaces. 
The University of Michigan has cooperated with the city 
to the extent thai they have provided for their employes 
and students about 2,450 parking spaces in forty different 
locations. 


In the fiscal year ending June 30, 1952, the net op- 


erating profit was approximately $83.000. 
The system 


is earning at a much higher rate than that at the present 
time. 
In addition, fines have increased from $10.000 be- 


fore meters to $34,000 this year. However, the operating 
profit for the year ending 1952 does not take into consid- 
eration any revenue from the 100 additional meters added 
the lasi sixty days of the fiscal year, nor does it include 
any revenue that might come from the $100.000 lot bought 
and paid for during the course of the year. 


In 1947 no cars parked by an orderly plan in Ann 


Arbor. They just1 parked and double parked. During the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1952, over 300,000 cars parked 
in municipally owned off-street spaces. The whole park- 
Ing plan has been designed for the convenience of shop- 
pers and has not cost the taxpayers a cent. 


In purchasing lots for parking, the theory was to buy 


only the best lots with the idea that for the present 
they could be used for surface parking and that later the 
lots could be expanded to go up in Ihe air or under 
ground for more spare rapacity. The location of each lot 
was seriously considered before negotiations to buy were 
put into effect. 


Economic Benefits From Parking 


The active efforts of Ann Arbor to solve the parking 


problem stem partially from official concern over the 
threat of declining property valuation in the business dis- 
tricts. which provide an importanl part of ihe city's lotal 
assessed value. 
Concrete evidence is already available 


that adequate off-street parking facilities will influence 
the decision of private businesses to improve their pres- 
ent building sites or to undertake construction 
of new 


buildings. 
Consequently, it is logical to expect that the 


assessed valuation in business districts served by park- 
ing facilities will increase ratheiv than decline over a pe- 
riod of years. 


Ann Arbor has three distincl retail business districts. 


These are. in order of their importance: Main Street Dis- 
trict, State Street District and South University District. 
Each is served with municipally owned parking areas. 
Twenty-four per cenl of Ann Arbor's tax income is from 
a radius of three blocks from the corners of Main and 
Washington Streels. The carport is within this area. 


Since construction of the carport our largest depart- 


ment store has been completely remodeled. 
One larg* 


chain store has doubled in size, and another'has erected 
a fine new building. 
Assessed valuations in the business 


districts have increased considerably since parking fa- 
cilities have been available. 
While it is difficult to at- 


tribute exactly the percentage of increase caused by 
having additional pVking facilities, it is the writer's 
opinion that increase in the assessed valuation alone has 
been enough to more than amortize the cost of ihese fa- 
cilities over a ten-year period. 


Traffic THIs in Store Volume 


Consider briefly some of the factors that make for a

of every retail store is to increase its volume of sales, 


sales can a business prosper and 
contributing factor to increased 


an increase in the number of customers.

acquired were ideally located on. the fringe of the ex- 
isting business districts, and no customer has to walk 
over 500 feet from a 100 per cent location of the area to 
find a place to park. These sites had been used for resi- 
dential purposes; 
the dwellings themselves were old. 


From the standpoint of use the siles had been assessed 
as a residential area, and the loss of taxes from the 
properties acquired was not one-twentieth of that gained 
by the improvement in the area. 


Rise in Real Estate Value 


One result of added off-street parking facilities has 


been an increase in real estate values. 
This is not a 


matter of conjecture, but has been definitely proved by 
real estate sales in the areas of parking facilities. Re- 
cent appraisals .indicate that property values in some 
areas have doubled. This is largely traceable to addi- 
tional parking facilities. 
Of course. It is not reasonable 


to assume that all properties in the business area have 
increased to such an extent, but it is true that there has 
been a decided increase in business district values in- 
fluenced by our parking facilities. 


For instance, it is known that a small piece of busi- 


ness property sold before the parking structure was com- 
pleted for about $15,000, and that within six months after 
the structure was completed an offer was made in ex- 
cess of $30,000 for the same property. 
Another case in 


point concerns a piece of property appraised in an estate 
for some $40,000 not more than four years ago, but before 
the parking system began to operate on any large scale. 
This same piece of property was appraised recently by 
two of the most reputable real estate firms in the city 
for $110.000. Of course, it is not all due to the availability 
of off-street parking, but certainly thai has been ihe 
major influence in this increased valuation. There are 
many other instances that show conclusively that busi- 
ness realty values have been substantially affected by Ihe 
availability of off-street parking. 


Hand in hand with an expanding business comes a 


need for larger inventories, more display cases, more 
office equipment. 
All are assessable as personal prop- 


erty. 
Also, expanding business requires more selling 


space, more warehouse space and often results in a major 
remodeling job or even a new struclure to provide for 
grealer facilities. These are all assessable as real prop- 
erty. 


There has been a general face-lifting of our business 


area, and very few of our shoppers now are going to 
Detroit or other cities because of lack of a place for 
ihem lo park. 


It is my opinion that any city \vith a parking prob- 


lem has acres of diamonds in its business district in the 
form of additional taxes if parking is available, and that 
any city can solve its parking problem if it really wants 
to and will spend the time and effort in working out the 
many details required. 


Any City Can Solve Its Parking Problem

Illinois strawberries that freeze the best are Blakemore, Catskill, 


Dorsett and Redheart. Chesapeake and Temple varietise are also good. 
Some of the new varieties are probably satisfactory, too, but extensive 
tests of them have not yet been made. 


Be sure to select fruit which is choice, firm and ripe. Any over- 


ripe or bruised fruit can impair the flavor of a whole .r 
carton of frozen fruit. 


Be most careful in washing strawberries. Over- 


long dunkings in water can make the fruit water- 
logged and thus it loses flavor. Wash berries quickly. 
Us« a few ice cubes in the water. It helps to firm 
the fruit. 


Some folks say that picking in late afternoon when 


dew is off is a better time to secure a good fruit. 


Berries are .frozen very well using dry sugar, 


especially if they are sliced or crushed.
